PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS AND REPORT. 

The quadrennium that now comes to its close has been one of 
unusual interest to our denomination. Events of immediate and 
throbbing importance, in which our church shared, multiplied rapid- 
ly. I am glad to say, that so far as I am informed, we have met 
the responsibilities these events involved with courage, discretion 
and Christian fidelity. We have been encouraged by the divine favor, 
we have seen evidences of the saving power of the gospel, many 
of our Conferences have made gratifying advances in denomina- 
tional work and in Christian life, while in a large number of local 
churches there have been great revivals and large ingatherings of 


converted men and women. 


What seems to me a very gratifying fact is, that none of our 
ministers have been drifted away on the waves of an unreasonable 
and destructive criticism. We have faithfully preached Christ and 
Him crucified, as the one divine, all-sufficient and vicarious Re- 
deemer, and the Bible as the inspired word of God.

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Another problem that no man can settle, until there is some- 
thing more definite put into the Discipline, is this: ‘‘What constitutes 
a qualified member of the Methodist Protestant Church?’’ The Dis- 


_cipline directs that elections shall be by the qualified members, put 


it nowhere defines what constitutes a qualified member. This might 
be less important if it did not at times involve legal questions, prop- 
erty interests, the validity of church charters, and insurance claims. 
A statutory act is not complete, when it suggests conditions or re- 


gtrictions without defining them. 


It is not my prerogative, nor my duty to offer idieedinaiin, but 


I call attention to these, as examples of ambiguity, and as fruitful 


sources of misunderstanding of our church law, and hardly less 
fruitful sources of trouble, contention and division in the churches. 

It is not without some misgivings that I venture to call your 
attention to the need of more ministers for our work. I would not 
feel justified in bringing this need to your attention had I not been 
frequently requested to suggest names for unsupplied charges. In 
most cases the charges left without pastoral supply are small and 


weak; but for that reason they can not safely be left without minis- 


ters unless we are willing to let them perish. In a few cases strong 
charges could not be provided for by the stationing authorities. 

In order to get at some facts I went over the last minutes of. 
twenty-five of our conferences. Among these are some of the strong- 
est conferences in the denomination. The plans of appointments 
show that one hundred and fifty-seven charges were left unsupplied. 
Some of these were subsequently provided with temporary supplies 
from college and seminary students, by local preachers and by 
superannuates. These temporary supplies are better than no sup- 
plies, but those who serve in such a capacity understand that 
it is only a makeshift, and is so regarded by the charges them- 
selves. The president of the Maryland Conference could tell you 
of a recent case in which an intelligent layman traveled three 
hundred miles to plead with him, plead with tears, for a sup- 
ply for his circuit, and, I think, it could not be furnished. Our duty 
is not only to furnish ministers to the better charges, but to those 
also that will become better charges by a satisfactory supply. I 
know that this is a subject of acute interest, causing the appointing 


authorities grave anxiety at each recurring Annual Conference, and 


I have no remedy to offer, even if it came within the province of my 


duty to do so. But it is a question that involves the very foremost 


interests of the church, and should therefore command your serious 
and prayerful consideration. We must have more ministers or lose 
much of our most promising work. 7 

Our statistical tables are so unsatisfactory and so incorrect 
that they render an approximately accurate statement impossible. 


- It was my intention to bring to you certain aggregates taken from 


the minutes of the Annual Conferences. 'These were placed in the 
hands of an expert accountant, but he found so many discrepancies 
and erroneous additions in the minutes of our leading Conferences 


as to prove them wholly unreliable. In some copies not a single 
addition was correct, and the totals could not be reconciled with 


the aggregates of the individual pastoral reports. This calls for a 
remedy in the appointment of more competent statistical stewards, 
more accurate pastor’s reports, and a closer supervision by the An- 


nual Conferences. It indicates also that the Statistical Committee 


of the General Conference has not sufficient time during the session 
to prepare a correct and satisfactory report. The Annual Confer- 


ences should have a church blank so simple and plain as to make 


mistakes impossible. They should have competent statistical secre- 
taries, and their work should be passed upon by a committee, and 
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In doing this work, the members of the committee were required 
to incur traveling expenses, which, it seems to me, the General Con- 
ference should take action to reimburse. This is equally necessary 


in regard to other expenses incurred by persons engaged in doing 


work of this kind. As examples, I may cite the expenses of the 
preliminary committees on Chureh Union, now only partially re- 
‘mbursed. The Programme Committee of the last Ecumenical Con- 
ference suffered an outlay of several hundred dollars, which they 


were required to pay for serving the church. The committee that 


met similar committees of the Congregational and United Brethren 
to fix the time and place and prepare a tentative programme for 
the Dayton Council, had to pay their expenses. This does not seem 
fair nor just, and it appears to me the General Conference should 
take measures to provide a fund for such purposes, and appoint a

~ The numberless letters which 1 have received, requesting me 
to interpret church law; the difficulties incident to misunderstanding 


it, and the injury which has grown out of it, in some cases proves 


that much of our Discipline is hazy, or that a good many of our Con- 
ferences and ministers are more or less obtuse. In either case there 
are instances in which harmful action has resulted. No law is safe 
or satisfactory when it is open to several interpretations. As matters 
now stand, the president of the General Conference has no power 
to give an authoritative interpretation of law. He may express an 
opinion, but it has no more authority than the opinion of other 
men. Many difficulties might be avoided, or amicably adjusted, if 
the president was authorized to interpret law, or visit Conferences 
having controverted questions and construe law, subject, of course, 


to the revision of the General Conference. I am sure that the ex-. 


periences of my two predecessors here.will confirm the need of some 
such action. I had intended to bring the letters received, asking 
for such interpretations and submit them to this body for the con- 


sideration of the Judiciary Committee, but fearing the effect on that 


committee, and desiring to get home before the end of the month, 
I decided not to afflict the Conference with them.

It is a labor of love to which the Spirit of Christ from the 
beginning moved His church; and like your divine Master, you are 


called to go about doing good and ministering, as He did, to the 


needs of a suffering, sorrowing, and sin-burdened world. You 
will need the guidance, the comfort, and the support of the Holy 
Spirit in the fulfillment of the labors of this chosen office, and 
will need often to be found alone with your Master in prayer. In 


being set apart for the specific work of a Deaconess you are re- 


leased from other cares, so that you may devote yourselves with- 
out reservation to this one office. You will carry a great burden, 
but you will also be the recipients of a great joy. You should 
not seek for worldly gain or glory, but rather for the praise of 
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eneral Conference Institution and to be organized and directed

The duty of the Deaconess is to minister to the poor, visit 
the sick, pray with the dying, care for the orphan, seek the wander- 


ing, save the sinning, and in general, to devote herself to such forms 


of Christian labor as may be suited to her abilities. No vow of per- 


petual service shall be exacted fom any Deaconess. | 

In every Annual Conference within which Deaconesses may be 
employed, a Conference Deaconess Board, consisting of not less than 
nine nor more than fifteen members, one-third of the number to be 
ministers, one-third to be laymen, and one-third to be women, shall 
be chosen by the Conference to exercise a general control of the 
interests of this form of work. The term of the members of 
the Board shall be for three years, one-third of the number being 

The Conference Board may, when any woman of suitable age, 


health and piety, and in possession of the training deemed necessary, 
direct that she be consecrated to the office of a Deaconess. Provided, 


however, that such distinction shall not be conferred except on the 


recommendation of a quarterly conference, and she shall have served 


a probation of two years of continuous service. 


The Conference Board shall annually report both the names 
and the work of such Deaconesses to the Annual Conference, and 
its approval shall be necessary for the continuance of any Deaconess 
in the work in the District. es | | 

When working singly, each Deaconess shall be under the 
direction of the pastor of the church which she is serving. When 
associated together in a Home, all the members of the Home shall 


prs Subordinate to, and directed by, the superintendent placed in 
charge. | 


A proper costume shall be selected by the Conference Board .

The .General Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
assembled in Baltimore May, 1908, has sent a deputation to pre- 


sent resolutions adopted by the Conference proposing the renewal 


of organic fellowship with them as the beginning of a movement 
for a reunited and common Methodism in America. 

The General Conference of the Methodist Protestant Church 
hails with joy these tokens of the triumph of love and unity in 
the Church of the loving Christ, and it ‘is our earnest desire to 
prove ourselves worthy of the honor conferred upon us by being 
made the recipient of these proposals. It is our conviction that 
the Church is learning new lessons and is being prepared for 
new duties by the movement so unmistakably beginning in many 
directions towards a cOmmon center. Rejoicing in all these as we 


do, it will not seem strange that the movement for a re-united 
and common Methodism in America should be most attractive to 


us and most nearly concern our own obligations. 
All our history and traditions are connected with Methodism, 


and while we are few in numbers compared with the two great 
bodies of Episcopal Methodism, we have an advantage over both 
of them perhaps, in that we are distributed over all sections of 


our country. And it may be that this circumstance constitutes an 
Obligation upon us to respond to the powerful and loving appeal of 


the Methodist Episcopal Church with loving and appreciative hearti- 


ness, and to carry on this appeal to the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, and to other Methodist bodies in America, until the sun shall 
rise no more upon the divided and scattered children of Wesley, but 
our united country shall rejoice in a united church that will need 
no other name than the Methodist Church of America. 

We, therefore, solemnly dedicate ourselves to this service, and 
praying for the Divine blessing upon the effort and for Divine 
guidance in all the steps that may be taken, we, the General Con- 
ference of the Methodist Protestant Church, hereby resolve 

1. That we express our affectionate esteem for the brethren 
of the Congregational Church and for the deep interest they have 
shown in the movement for church union; but that we deem it 
inadvisable at this time to send back the “Act of Union” for re- 
vision. 

2. That we respond nansiane to the proposal of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, not unmindful of the difficulties to be overcome 
before a satisfactory conclusion can be reached, but ready to go 


as far and as rapidly in consummating a universal Methodism as 


the interests and integrity of our own denomination will permit; and 
to pray continually for the full realization of their and our hope. 

8. That a commission, consisting of nine members, be ap- 
pointed by this Conference for the purpose of meeting with a like 


commission of the Methodist Episcopal Church, of the Methodist 


Episcopal Church, South, and of other Methodist churches in this 
country, to promote and complete so far as may be possible the 
reunion of Methodists in America. 

4. That since we have had such assurances from the United 
Brethren Church of their cordial feeling for us and their deep 
interest in church union, evidenced by their inanguration of the

remembering that true sacrifice is the law 
of attainment. You are to be faithful students of the Word of God, 
constant in prayer, and are to seek to be filled with the Holy Spirit.

‘ aol rence of the Methodist Protestant Church 
ee hee Pittsburg, May 15, 1908, has had three important 
Rea cations addressed to it on the subject of organic union 
other denominations. _ 


The National Council of 
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1. That the plan of presenting and preserving the records as 
set before us in the bound volume prepared by the Secretary-Trea- 
surer of the Home Board be followed by both our Mission Boards. 

2. In view of the fact that $70,000 has been spent already on 
the Seattle property, we recommend that no more money be spent 
thereon by this Board. 

3. That the bond of the Secretary-Treasurer of the Home 
Mission Board be raised to $15,000 and that of the Secretary-Treas- 


— urer of the Foreign Missions to $10,000. 


4. That no bills be paid by the Secretary-Treasurer of either 
Board without the authority of the President of the Board he serves. 

5. That the President of the General Conference be made a 
member of both Boards of Missions. , 

6. That the accounts of our Mission Boards be audited by a 
certified public accountant every four years, or when a Secretary- 
Treasurer vacates his office. 


7. We recommend that when mission churches be established, 
care be taken that they are not so distant from an Annual Con- 
ference as to be beyond the reach of its influence and care.

Woman’s Board: Of Missions. 


This organization has been in existence for about fifteen (15) 
years, but seems not to have made much progress in the organization 
of auxiliaries, the collection or the establishment of mission work. 
A church was built at Lawton, Okla., valued at $2,500, which seems 
to have made but little progress, and is yet far from being a self- 
sustaining church. 


~The latest report of the iantee shows that it contributed during 


the year only $17.80 to the pastor’s salary. Recently, however, the 


Board has taken some advanced steps in increasing its Conference 
organizations from four to seven and its auxiliaries from twenty to 
fifty, and now reports about eight hundred (800) contributing 
members. 

| It has continued to make some appropriations to. the Lawton 


Church; it has taken up work among the -mountains of Tennessee 


and among the Navajo Indians in Arizona, and it is also educating 
a young woman in a training school for work among immigrants. 
The new management has made some changes in the constitu- 


tion of the Board, has developed considerable activity in several 


directions, adopted some plans for the collection of funds, the exten- 
sion of its sphere of operations and the vigorous prosecution of 
its work. 

In order to make its plans more hopeful of success, the Execu- 
tive Committee of the Board asks this General Conference to en- 
dorse the following recommendations: 


1. That this Board be made auxiliary to the Board of Home 


Missions. 

2. That the Woman’s Board continue to carry on its specific 
work of uplifting and evangelizing the women and children of these 
special classes of people through mission schools and the house to 
house work of the women missionaries. 


3. That the Board of Home Missions supervise this work and 
cooperate with the Woman’s Board in the purchase of property, 


the care of mission churches and the placing of missionaries where

‘Our examination of the financial statements show that receipts 


from the Conferences aggregate an increase of $11,296.15 for this 


quadrennium. 


It shows that the work of the Secretary-Treasurer in. the per- 
formance of his duties has been resourceful and successful and de- 
serves the hearty commendation of the church. We commend his 
business acumen and discretion in the successful management of 
our church properties in Seattle and Cincinnati, by which the funds 
of the Board were so largely increased as to show a net gain of 

$76,519.14 above the increase of the preceding quadrennium. 
_ We would also commend the summary of the receipts and ex- 
penditures as found in the comparative financial review of the 


printed report of the Board to the careful consideration of the

The school maintains a high standard of excellence and com- 


pares favorably with any school of its rank in Japan. Evangelical 


work receives as much attention as educational work. In the three

Report Of Comtaioaton On Unification Of Methodist Churches 
In Japan. 


To the General Conference of the Methodist Protestant | Church, 
Pittsburg, Pa.: 


Dear Brethren: | 


The last General “favored the formation of a Unit- 
ead Native Methodist Church in Japan, provided, That the basis of 


union submitted by the Japan Mission Conference through the Board | 


of Foreign Missions, be referred to a commission of five members, 


consisting of the Executive Committee of the Board of Foreign Mis- 
gions’’ who were ‘authorized to confer with other commissions 


appointed by the Methodist bodies concerned,’ and were clothed 


“with full power and final authority to act in the adoption of a basis 


of union.’’ 


| The commissions assembled oe the Mount Vernon Methodist 
Episcopal Church, Baltimore, Md., January 3, 1906, at 10.30 A. M. 

In the absence of the President, Rev. W. L. Wells, and Rev. W. 
W. Lineberry, the Corresponding Secretary, Rev. T. J. Ogburn, was 
substituted, and as thus constituted our commission was given full 
recognition in the Joint Commission composed of the commissions of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, the Methodist Episcopal Church, 


South, the Methodist Church of Canada, and the Methodist Protest- 
ant Church, and we shared equally in’ committee assignment and . 


chairmanship honors. 


The authorities of the United Brethren and the Evangelical As-

course of study. We employ a superintendent and four native

We have also in this city the ‘“‘Mary A. Murray Home” and 
our ‘‘Workers’ Home.” One of our missionaries with three assist- 
ants devote their entire time to evangelical work. Meetings are 
carried on here, as at our other stations, for the betterment of 
women. The value of our property here is about $5,000. | 

At Hamamatsu, one of the points where the Board of Foreign

A Canadian commissioner submitted an amendment that “The 
first General Superintendent in Japan shall be elected for a term 


of eight years, the General Conference to determine if any further 
change shall be made in the length of the term,-and whether the 


incumbent shall be eligible or not eligible for reelection.”’ 

Your Commissioners deemed this a very proper concession to 
make, and a just recognition of the rights and prerogative of the 
proposed United Methodist Church in Japan, and voted as a Com- 


-Imission, according to the rule adopted, for this amendment which 


was also supported by the Canadian Commission, and opposed by the 
two Methodist Episcopal Commissions. 

The substitute was then voted on, and our Commission voted 
with the Canadian Commission in opposition thereto, and the two 
Methodist Episcopal Commissions voted for it. | 

Then the original paper was voted on with the same result. 

It is thus shown that the Methodist Protestant Commission 
favored what the six Annual Conferences in Japan adopted as to the 
term of office of the General Superintendent, and left the question 
of eligibility for reelection to be determined by the General Con- 
ference of the Japan Church. It being impossible to reach an agree- 
ment, the Secretaries were instructed to issue a statement that the 
Joint Commission had ‘“‘remained in session two days, and after pray- 
erfully and patiently considering the Basis of Union for the Methodist 
Churches in Japan was unable to conclude its labors, and adjourned 
subject to call.”’ 


An inspiring missionary rally” was held in the church in the 
evening at which members of the four Commissions participated. — 
Late in February a call reached us for another meeting of the 
Joint Commission to be held in Nashville, Tenn., March 1, 1906, but 
the Board of Foreign Missions deemed it unnecessary for our Com- 
mission to attend, and authorized Rev. T. J. Ogburn to attend and 
represent our church. | 
| The Joint Commission adjourned subject to call, leaving each 
Commission free to proceed to effect a union with one or more bodies 
in Japan under the authority granted by their several General Con- 
ferences. 

At this stage we ceased to have any connection with the union 


movement. 


: As a matter of history we deem it proper to state, based 
upon the printed report of the delegation of the Canadian Methodist 
Church that visited Japan after the meeting of the Joint Commis- 
sion, that Japanese pastors and laymen connected with the churches 
of the three interested bodies met in Tokyo and adopted a memorial 
calling for at least a union of the three larger Methodist Churches 
in Japan, and adopted a revised copy of the Basis of Union, both 
of which were forwarded to the home authorities. - 

Thereupon the Commissions of the two Methodist Episcopal 
Churches met in Washington, and were joined by two representatives 
of the Methodist Church of Canada, and after general discussion — 
a sub-committee of three was appointed to formulate the sense 
of the meeting and report at a session of the Joint Commission. 

In Buffalo, N. Y., July, 1906, agreement was reached on all 
essential points. The Commissions of the two Methodist Episcopal 
Churches conceded the election of the General Superintendent to be 
for eight years—the very thing they would not agree to in Balti- 
more—and the Canadian Commission consented to his eligibility for 


reelection. 
In the Annual Conferences ‘one lay representative from each 
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laimed in the Joint Commission that the Basis was no 
wiles Cemetatte: that there was not enough Episcopacy in it for 
the Methodist Episcopal Missionaries, while the Canadians claimed 
there was too much for them, and as our missionaries had given 
us no deliverance thereon, there was ground for the attempt at 
wie ee in the proceedings it was evident that any plan looking 
to the restriction of the Episcopacy would not secure the sanction 
of the Commissioners of the two Methodist Episcopal Churches. 

A fact which figured prominently in the deliberations and in- 
fluenced markedly the Commissioners of the Methodist Episcopal 


Church, the embarrassment of which they acknowledged, was that 


‘their General Conference of 1904 “recognized the desirability of the 


union of the several Methodist bodies in Japan, and referred the 
Basis of Union adopted in Japan to a commission of five, and con- 
ferred on them full power to confer with similar commissions, and 
to take final action in the adoption of a plan of unification,” and 
also, on a subsequent day, elected Rev. M. C. Harris, D. D., “Mis- 
-gionary Bishop of the Methodist Episcopal Church for Japan and 
Korea,’”’ and he was already on the field. | 
They held that they could not ignore, much less nullify, the 
action of their General Conference. ‘While their explanation of the 
non-intention of their General Conference to forestall action by any 
Joint Commission, and that it was chargeable to the rush of busi- 
ness and oversight which they greatly regretted, was accepted, never- 
theless, the matters in hand had to be dealt with on their own merits. 


There was agreement by the four Commissions on the name. 
“The United Methodist Church of Japan,’ upon the terms of mem- | 


bership in the church, upon the doctrines, and upon some features 
of church government. 


The crucial point was reached over the term of office of the 


General Superintendent, which the Basis stated ‘‘shall not exceed | 


eight years, and the General Superintendent shall not. be eligible for 
reelection. If two be elected at the first General Conference, one 
of them shall be chosen for a term of four years only, so that there

¢. We recognize and urge that the primary responsibility for.

best evangelist in his own pulpit and among his own people, and 
that he above all others should be the most constant in presenting 
Christ as the ‘‘only way under heaven given among men whereby 
they must be saved.’”’

with the amounts actually belonging to it. As a result we are able 
to give you the actual earnings or loss from each department. 

By reference to the statements you will find most excellent 
results, especially from the sale of Sunday School periodicals, the 
total income from this source aggregating $34,855.11, which, after 
deducting therefrom the operating expense, $29,833.54, leaves a net 
trading profit of $5,021.57 or 16.83%. 

The total Merchandise revenues aggregate $30,857.32, which, 
after deducting expenses, $29,507.81, shows a net profit from trad- 
ing of $1,349.51 or 4.57%. ) | 

We deeply regret that we cannot present a more favorable 
showing from the publication of ‘‘The Methodist Protestant.’’ The 
receipts from this source amount to $23,434.28, while the expenses 
have been $26,405.53, causing a net loss to the Book Concern of 
$2,971.25, or 11.25%. | 

Hoping to obviate a similar result in the future we reduced the 
size of the paper to sixteen pages, beginning with January 1, of this 
year, but in doing so we were still able to furnish our patrons with 
aS much reading matter as formerly by eliminating from its col- 
umns much of advertising matter which was not only unprofitable 
but very objectionable to many of our subscribers. . In this way 
we have very materially reduced the expenses incurred in publishing 


the paper, without, in any manner, lowering the standard and 


quality of the same, and believe that; in conjunction with other 
plans which have been inaugurated, this will enable us to show 
steadily increasing profits from this interest in the future. To do 
this, however, it will be necessary for the General Conference not 
merely to pass resolutions, endorsing the official organs of the de- 
nomination, but the respective local Conferences composing said 


body must feel obligated to subscribe for and give support to the 


official church papers. 


The total revenues from the combined business during the 


quadrennium, as shown by the reports, amount to $89,540.10, de- 
duct from this $88,268.86, being the total amount of expenditures, 
$85,768.86, and special depreciation charge, 1906, $2,500.00, leaves 
a net gain from all sources of $1,271.24, which amount, added to 
the capital account increases it from $12,028.86, in 1904, to $13,- 


- 800.10, in 1908, an increase of 10.57% in actual working capital. 
. This increase would have been much greater but for the fact that 


in 1906 we charged off $2,500.00, designated above as “‘special de- 
preciation charge,’’ from the book value of old electros, Drinkhouse 
history plates and histories, believing that these items, found 
among the Assets of March 1, 1904, were over valued to this extent. 
As a result, while the capital has seemingly been reduced, the effect 
has been to place the business upon a more solid basis, every dollar 
of the scheduled assets of the concern now being of dependable 
value with the possible exception of $78.41. _ | am 
In order to thoroughly substantiate the correctness of the finan- 
cial statements submitted herewith, which form the basis of this 
report, we engaged the services of Mr. R. M. Browning, a certified 


public accountant, who has examined the books covering the past 


four years. As a result of his investigation he has certified to the 
correctness of the Incéme and Expenditure Statement and the State- 
ment of Assets and Liabilities as shown by the books. In his report 
to the Board, however, he recommended that personal accounts 
aggregating $78.41, alluded to above as possibly excepted, be charg- 
ed to Profit and Loss. The accounts herewith submitted do not 
reflect this entry, it being held open pending further efforts to

The Building. 


: It is not often that we complain of too much prosperity, but it 
is nevertheless a fact that the rapid increase in the taxable valuation 
of our property together with the increase in the rate of taxation 
and in the rate of insurance, is fast becoming and in fact has be- 
come, a burden that it is difficult to bear and to meet which a large 
part of our annual profits are expended. The taxable valuation of 
our property in the last eight years has increased over $56,000, 
while the large number of modern office buildings erected in the 
neighborhood has robbed us of some of our best tenants, has kept 


some of the rooms vacant and caused a lowering of rents in others; 


and yet in spite of all this, by the introduction of economies in 
administration and a new process of heating, the building has made 
a better financia! showing than ever before, while at the same time 
the physical condition of the property is better than it has been for 
years. A handsome tiled entrance has taken the place of the 
dilapidated plastered walls on the ground fioor, and a substantial 
cement pavement has been laid in front of the building. The taxes 
and insurance this year will run over three thousand dollars. 
“The Methodist Recorder.”’ 

“The Recorder’? has been able to pass through the quadren- 
nium without resorting to an advance in price or a decrease in size, 
as has been done by some of its religious contemporaries in other 
denominations. No important changes have been made in its 
typographical appearance, but its pages have been brightened from 
time to time by original, illustrated articles contributed by our own 
people. The circulation of ‘““‘The Recorder” during the quadrennium 


has maintained about the same general average as in past years. 


The increased cost of paper and the loss of several good advertisers. 
through business changes, has told against its financial showing. 


Home Department And Cradle Roll. 


During the quadrennium considerable attention has been given 
to the Home Department and Cradle Roll movements. A number 
of special helps along these lines were published, among them being 
a handsome Cradle Roll Certificate, bearing the faces of some fifty 
Methodist Protestant babies, enrollment cards together with Home 
Department envelopes, cards, visitors’ books, blanks, etc. The cir- 
culation of the Teachers’ Journal has increased 50 per cent. during— 
the quadrennium. Part of this increase is due to its use in Home

The Board of Publication is now issuing more separate publica- 
tions, more varied in their contents, more in the number of copies 
printed, and larger in size, than ever before and selling them at a 
less profit and this, too, in spite of the fact that everything that 
enters into the cost of producing this literature has advanced from 
10 to 25 per cent. in the last four years. Salaries, paper, press 
work, labor, type, ink, stationery, light, heat, clerical hire, elevator 
service, taxes, insurance, water rents and all the multitude of 
small articles that enter into the production of our Sunday School 
literature, has materially increased in price. Especially is this true 
of paper stock, and when it is considered that we buy in car-load 
lots, an increase of half a cent a pound means a heavy burden for 
us to bear. Yet in spite of all this the selling prices of our pub- 


lications have not been raised to the schools one penny, on the con- 


trary, in one instance, at least, that of ‘“‘Our Children,”’ the size of 
the paper was doubled without any increase in its cost. This 
liberality, of course, has cut in on the Board’s profits, but the schools 
have been the gainer. It is mentioned here to show that the Board 
is doing its best with the means at its hand, to produce a cheap and 


satisfactory literature for the schools, and that it is worthy of their. 


support. 
The Sunday School Literature. 


The recommendations made by the last General Conference 1o00k- 
ing to the betterment of the Sunday School literature, have been 
carried out during the quadrennium. First, a new quarterly of 32 
pages, known as the ‘“‘Intermediate Quarterly,’ for the use of pupils 
from 12 to 16 years of age, was introduced. At first it cut in 


largely on the circulation of the Advanced Quarterly, a number of 


schools dropped the former and substituted the latter, the demand 
for which fell off several thousand copies. The new quarterly has, 
however, now made a place for itself and has reached a circulation 
of 26,000 copies per issue, while the ‘‘Advance Quarterly’’ is back 
to 75,000, or within 500 copies of what it was before the ‘‘Inter- 
mediate” entered the field. The new ‘Intermediate Quarterly” for 


quite a while was published at a loss, but its circulation is now 


such that it is showing a profit. — : 
Second, the primary study of the lesson, contained in the little 

— people’s paper, “Our Children,” was brought out more prominently 
as a doubling of the size of the paper permitted this improvement. 
3 Third. The ‘‘New Guide” was issued shortly after the begin- 
ning of the quadrennium. It met with instant favorable recognition 
by the schools, and its circulation has steadily increased from 5,000 


a week at the start to 20,000 at the present time. “The New Guide” 


is a high grade. young people’s paper, free from sensational stories 
and yet intensely interesting and instructive. During the next quad- 
rennium it is the intention to make it more of an organ for the 
young people's work. For the first three years of its publication 
the New Guide” hardly met expenses, but its increased circulation 
is now beginning to show a profit to the Board, and could it enjoy

COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION. 
The Committee on Education submits the following report: 
(A). The Colleges. 
| We have examined with care and interest the reports of the - 
presidents of our various institutions of learning, and we are very 
much pleased with the showing. For a more detailed account than 
we can give, the Conference is referred to the reports submitted here- 
with. As a committee, we would emphasize the need of patronizing 
and supporting our own institution, and we feel that the ministers 
of the church are largely responsible for the interest our laymen 
manifest in educational work. We urge our people to support our 
colleges by patronage and means for furtherance of all legitimate 
enterprises. 
Western Maryland College is still growing. The state of Mary- 
land has contributed $25,000 toward the erection of a new building, 
the endowment fund is growing and progress has been made all 
along the line. Westminister Theological Seminary has made notable . 
progress during the quadrennium, not only in increasing its accommo- 
dations for students by the erection of an addition to the main 
building, but it has enrolled and graduated more students in the 
last quadrennium than in any previous one. This fact is especially 
gratifying in view of the conditions obtaining at some of the seml- 
naries of sister denominations. We note with pleasure the generous 
gifts of Mr. H. J: Heinz and of Mr. W. A. Wilson to Kansas City 
University, and we feel that the denomination especially is under 
a debt of gratitude to Mr. Heinz for the unfaltering support he 
has given to the University in time of need. Adrian College has also 
been fortunate during the quadrennium. It has made decided prog- 
ress since the last General Conference, and we congratulate its

The good reputation of the College still brings us a gratifying 
attendance year after year. In the last four years we have had an 
average annual attendance of 232, about equally divided between the 
sexes; and we have graduated during the same period 119 with the 
degree of Bachelor of Arts. This is a good attendance and a eratify- 
ing result in graduates. But it is not up to our capacity, and we 
deplore the fact that many of our own people still do not seem 
to know anything about our institution, either good or bad, and are 
sending their children to other colleges, paying more than we charge 
and receiving nothing that we could not just as well furnish. Ags 
always, we still have to spend time, money and energy doing noth- 
ing but persuading our own people to permit us to do our own 
proper educational work, which we ought to spend in making that 
work better than it is. There is no reason for a Methodist Protestant 
College at all if it cannot be made the best college for Methodist 
Protestant childern. If we have no such college at present thie Con- 
ference should at once set about the task of making one. If we 
have one or more—-and I know we have—this Conference ought to 
be able to convince our people that they should send their children 
there. | 


Buildings. 


Since the last report we have added to the buildings of the 
College an extension to the hall tor young ladies, making provision 
for twenty more bcearding students at a cost of about $6.000. We 
are just now entering upon a rather extensive scheme of buildings, 
including a library and administrative building, a second heat and 
light center, a hall of music and perhaps a professor’s residence. 
We expect to spend $50,000 in carrying out this scheme. It is a 
matter of great pride to us that the state of Maryland has for the 
first time come to our relief with an appropriation of $25,000 for 
this purpose and has given us strong encouragement to expect that 
the next Legislature will give us another appropriation of the same 
amount. I suppose we will then be equipped with buildings to 
meet all our needs for many years to come, and indeed such as few 
small colleges can surpass. AS my administration has been largely 
a building era, nineteen halls, dwellings, etc., having been erected © 
or purchased in that time costing more than $225,000, it is-especially 
gratifying to me to be permitted to see this splendid cap-stone laid 
with shouting of grace, grace unto it. In material equipment the 
church has in Western Maryland College a very great trust and a 
bounty that many larger churches would envy. I trust we appre- 
ciate the opportunity this gives us to show our faith by our works. | 

The College is in a sound financial condition. It owes alto- 
gether less than $14,000, and this debt bears only two per cent. 
interest and does not mature until 1918. We are preparing to meet 
this debt at maturity by a sinking fund. Our annual income is al- 
ways more than sufficient to meet our annual expenses. We get no 
collections from the church except in the Maryland Conference, and > 
this money is never used for current expenses, but is invested for _ 
endowment. We have received no large gifts from any source, the 
_ largest we ever received being a legacy from a lady not a member 
of our church, which we received since the last General Conference 
amounting to $5,000. But we have lived and kept out of debt be- 
cause the good hand of our God has been over us for good.

4. Graduates. | 

There has been an increase of over 85% in the number of 
graduates. These are scattered over 18 states; two have been sent 
as missionaries to Japan, two are College Presidents, three are Col- 
lege Professors, two are Professors in the Seminary and others are 
taking front rank as preachers in their respective conferences. 


Scholastic Progress. 


| 1. Instruction. | 
The Faculty has been increased by the addition of strong men 
so that every department is now thoroughly equipped for vigorous, 
aggressive and effective work. 
) The most notable event in our educational work is the lengthen- 
Ing of the course of study. Hitherto the college graduates completed 
the course in two years and received the degree of Bachelor of 
Divinity; henceforth they will be compelled to remain three years 
for that degree. The non-graduates who remained three years and — 
received a certificate of graduation, must now remain four years. 
This change will mark an era in the educational qualification of our 
sraduates. In order that our pulpits may be served by the most 
thoroughly equipped men, it is our aim to encourage the conferences 
to insist upon their candidates for the ministry first taking a college 
course and then a Seminary course. 


Recommendations. 


1. Conference Assessments. 

We recommend that all -conferences now contributing to the 
Sminary be respectfully requested to continue their assessments 
with renewed efforts to meet them in full; and that all conferences 
Which have not yet contributed to this cause, lay an assessment ac- 
cording to their ability and open their pulpits to the President and 
Professors of the Seminary to present the interests of the institu- 
ton, in return for which any conference may send any number of 
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of $27,000, and an assured addition to this of $12,500. as soon ag 
we raise another $12,500. We are now actively engaged in an effort 7% 
to accomplish this and with good hopes of SUCCESS. We have secured &g 
subscriptions amounting to $5,000 towards this and we believe that 
the remaining $7,500 can be secured this year. When that is done we 
shall have an endowment fund of $50,900, not enough, not even much 
for an institution as large and as valuable as Western Maryland 
College. But still it will take away from us the reproach as a 
church of making no adequate provision against disaster in so vita] 
an interest. I pray that I may be spared to see this consumma- — 
tion so that when the time comes for me to turn over the institution 
to my successor it may not be said that I have spent more than 
twenty vears in this work and left nothing to show for it.

Financial Progress. 


1. Conference Support. | 
As more Conferences have come to our support and some of 
those formerly contributing have increased their assessments, the 
income from this source has increased in the quadrennium 14%.

By gifts of money and books valuable additions have been made 
to the Library. The number of volumes now is about 10,000. 
There have been some additions to the Endowment Fund which 
now amounts to $5,400, all of which is safely invested.

Buildings. 


There are now two substantial brick buildings in use for col- 
lege purposes. Orchard Hall, a two-story building with basement, 
stands on an elevation overlooking the valley and town. The first 
foor is composed of the chapel, president’s office and the library. 
On the second floor are five large, well-lighted class rooms. “i 

Music Hall has four recitation rooms on the first floor and two 
large society halls on the second floor. A third building is a two- 
story dormitory for young ladies, while a fourth building of like 
size is used by some of the young men. 


Equipment. 


We have a very satisfactory chemical laboratory, a library con- 
taining many helpful books of reference, a Museum, secured through 
the efforts of Rev. 8. S. Fisher during his presidency, consisting of 
many fine specimens for geological and biological 'study. The gymna- 
sium is fairly well equipped and occupies one of the large rooms in 
Music Hall.. We have four pianos for the use of our music stu- 
dents. The two literary societies are conducted by the students 
whose elected representatives meet in annual contest during Com- | 
mencement week for gold medals, in essay, debate and oration. 


Religious Culture. 


$tudents are required to attend the church of their choice on 
Sabbath and alsa to attend chapel exercises at the College at the 
beginning of each recitation day. There are also two Christian As- 
sociations, one for young men and one for young women. Our stu- 
dents have been exemplary, leading one of the young men who was | 
converted last winter to say: ‘‘It is impossible to live among you 
Godly fellows and not be a Christian.”’ 


Departments And Curriculum. 


We have four departments: The College of Liberal Arts, Fine 
Arts, Oratory and Business. Our main effort, however, has been to 
develop the Liberal Arts department. © ey 
he curriculum will compare favorably with that of other 
institutions of the State. Just now it is undergoing a period of 
transition due to the raising of the course which began two years 
ago. We provide three courses of study leading to the degrees of. 
Bachelor of Arts, Bachelor of Science and Bachelor of Philosophy. 
For the special departments we give only certificates of graduation 
and not degrees. By a standing rule of the Board of Trustees we 
do not give any honorary degrees, which rule became effective three 
years ago. Our reason for this is that our prestige and age do not 
justify doing so. 
Last year we had nine members of the Faculty and have a like 
number this year. They are men and women of fine parts; they 
know their subjects and can teach them well. Without exception 
they are Christian men and women, active in the religious life of 
the school and in the local churches. Their work is characterized 
by the subtle influence of the good life which has contributed large- 


ly to the evangelism of this past winter. 


Control. 


A Board of twenty-one trustees is elected by the Muskingum 
Annual Conference who serve a term of three years; one-third being 
elected each year. This Board holds the property for the Conference 
and elects its own officers and the members of the Faculty, provides 
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students free of tuition, any of whom being college graduates wij] 
be eligible to free scholarships of $100 a year. 
9 Endowment, Scholarship and Library Funds, 

We recommend that the General Conference emphasize to our 
well-to-do laymen the need of the Endowment and Scholarship 
Funds, both of which are essential to the successfil conduct .of the 
Seminary, and endorse the plan of the President of the Seminary 
in seeking donations of one or more books from every minister of 
the denomination and from any laymen who may be disposed to 
make like contributions, for the purpose of building up our library. 

‘9 We recommend that the General Conference urge the Annual 
‘Conferences to set a higher standard for admission by requesting 
their candidates for the ministry—so far as practicable—to take first 
a college course and then the Seminary course; that all the pastors 
be called upon to explain to their young men the call to preach 
and lay upon them the claims and opportunities of the ministry, and 
that they summon their churches to special prayer that the Lord 
may call more laborers into His harvest.

I submit herewith my report as President of the West Lafavette 
College. 
The first mention of the West Lafayette College in the record 
_ of the General Conference appears in the Minutes of 1892. Nothing 
is recorded in 1896. In 1900 there appears an announcement of the 
founding of the institution with the friendly recognition of the Gen- 
eral Conference. In 1904 no report appears, though the report of 
the Committee on Education states its examination of the catalogue 
and the Conference on the Committee’s recommendation endorsed 
the College as one of its official schools of learning. © 
I take the liberty, therefore, to review the history and work | 
of the College at this time that an adequate record may be made 
by this Conference. 
History And Aims. 


I quote from the catalogue of June, 1907: “The West Lafay- 
ette College was instituted by the Muskingum Conference at its 
annual session in 1899 and was chartered under its present title 
the following summer. It was opened to students September of 1900. 
The purpose of the institution is distinctly collegiate. A preparatory 
curriculum is offered and special departments are maintained. It 
is designed to take a place among the smaller colleges which, be-

WESTMINSTER COLLEGE, TEXAS. 


To the General Conference of the Methodist Protestant Church. 
Pittsburg, Pennsyivania: | 
I have the honor to submit the following report of the condi- 
tion and progress of Westminster College, Tehuacana, Texas: 


Hlistory. 


Previous to the year 1895 Methodist Protestants in the South- 
west had no educational institution to train and to educate the youth 
of the church. However, after much discussion and agitation, in 
that same year, through the untiring energy and determination of 
‘Dr. J. L. Lawlis, Rev. T. L. Garrison and a host of ather faithful 
Methodist Protestants a school was established in Collin County, 
Texas, under the direct supervision of Dr. Lawlis, who was made its 
first President. A building was purchased, Jand secured, a village 
laid out and a dormitory built at a place which was named West- 
minster, in honor of the town in Maryland where is situated the 
Westminster Theological Seminary, in which Dr. Lawlis had rc- 
ceived his theological training.. It was decided to name the school 
“Westminster College,” and it was so incorporated by the State of 
Texas, which gave the Board of Regents the right to confer colle- 
giate degrees in conformity with the laws of the State. a 

In 1896 Prof. C. O. Stubbs was elected to the presidency of the 
College of Arts and Sciences, and Dr. Lawlis was placed at the head 
of the College of Theology. Under the direction of these men, who 
devoted their time and talents unselfishly to the work, the school. 


é 
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also an executive committee which transacts business in the interim 
of Board meetings. The funds of the College are held and disposeq 
through the Secretary and the Treasurer of the Board. The College 
books are kept by the Secretary, which office is held beginning with 
June 11, 1907, by the President of the College. 


Condition. 


| Students. 

The student roll has fluctuated considerably due to varying cir- 
cumstances. Last year there was a total attendance of 66 in all 
departments, with an average attendance through the year of about 
thirty-five. There was at the beginning of this year an increase of 
thirty per cent. over the registration at the beginning of last year. 
Our’total enrollment this year is 53. There have vpeen times when 
the total enrollment of the school has exceeded more than a hun- 
dred, but I am not advised as to the cause of the decrease in the 
past several years. | : 
We have had four graduating classes of the College of Liberal 
Arts. In addition there have been a number of graduates in music, 
elocution and in the business school. This year we graduate three 
from the College, two from the music department and twelve from 
the Business School. 


Finances, 


The College has never been out of debt, and each year there 
has been a deficit between receipts and expenses. Our only two 
definite sources of revenue have been student tuitions and the Con- 
ference assessments. These have been inadequate, until now there 
is, according to the report of the Secretary of last year, an indebted- 
ness of $9,255.22 with an additional shortage on teachers’ salaries 
of $2,308.34, which latter has since been paid. Our net’ assets ap- 
proximate $25,000. My first endeavor as President of the College 
was to address myself to its finances. I discovered this annual 
deficit to range between $1,500 and $2,000 on the present basis 
of expenditure and income, and determined to overcome iif possible 
this shortage. I believed it inexpedient to attempt to secure large 
(offerings and began on a conditional fund of $5,000 to net us an 
Income of $1,000 a year for five years, which fund has been secured. 
The object of this fund was two-fold, to secure funds in the first 
place, and to win confidence in the College in the second. I believe 
the second has also been secured. My contact with men while work- 
ing for this fund has convinced me that there are many men who 
are interested in the College. The first installment on this fund has 
been paid and it is hoped and believed that the following year will 
_ produce a student body large enough to over balance whatever other _ 
Shortage might accure. The financial policy of the school from this 


point is to work for larger subscriptions during the remaining three 
years of this provisional fund of $5,000. _ 


Outlook. 


The history of the College is known to many of the members 
of this body. It is needless for me to deny that many people are 
antipathetic; and also to say that we believe their antipathy is 
not well founded. It has assumed the character that the success 
of the College will impair the welfare of another of our well belov- 
ed Institutions; that there is not room enough for both. I shall 
speak briefly to this matter, but this I wish to say, that I have

There is an abundance of pure well water, and the free 
flowing springs made the place a noted point in the days of Indian 
wars. The hills, the springs, and the rocks make it appear like a 
miniature mountain in the midst of a broken plain. In forming this 
place, nature seemingly fitted it for some great purpose. 

| In addition to the main building the College owns the girls’ 


dormitory, which has been purchased outright and is not affected 
by the deed mentioned above. This building will accommodate thirty —

| One other building is owned by the College. The Committee 
on Endowment has invested the money raised by the endowment 
notes in a building in the business section of the city of Cooper, 
Texas. This building was purchased for $4,000, part of which was 
paid for in cash and part by a note secured by first mortgage on the 
property. The property was considered a bargain and will yield a 
return of about 10% on the investment. eer nT 


Enrollment. 


The College has steadily grown in its enrollment, and there is 


promise of an increased number of students next year. Previous 
to the school year of 1906-07, the College and the public school of 
Tehuacana occupied the College building together, and exchange ot 
work was made on an agreeable basis, but because of disagreements 
and conflicts in discipline it was thought besc to discontinue the 


arrangement. The change worked to the advantage of the College. ~ 


The total enrollment: for the year 1906-07 was 168 in all depart- 
ments, an increase of over a 100% over the preceding year. The 
year 1907-08 opened with even greater promise than the previous 
vear, but the financial stringency coming on, students and funds 
expected did not materialize and we were soon facing a deficit in 
our accounts. Of the enrollment given above, ten per cent. can be 
assigned to the theological work, and if funds were available more 
young men could be enrolled in that department. Up to date the 
College has graduated 29 students with the A. B. degree. 


Course Of Study. 

The course of study is divided into Preparatory and Collegiate, 
and is designed with the idea of reaching students in the sixth grade 
of public school work and of finishing with the college courses. Such 
courses as are necessary are given in the preparatory work before 
the college work is taken up, and then the course continues through 
such studies as English Latin, Greek French, German, Physics, 
- Chemistry, Advanced Mathematics, History, Economics, Sociology, 

Ethics, Metaphysics, Logic, Psychology, Geology, Astronomy and 
the Bible. On the completion of which course of study the degree 
of Bachelor of Arts or Bachelor of Letters is conferred on the 
student according to the course taken. ~ 

| Theological Department. 

In addition to the course of study mentioned above a theolo- 
gical course is available to students who desire to equip themselves 
for the ministry. This course leads up to the degree of Bachelor 
of Divinity and embraces studies as Hebrew, Greek, Systematic, 
Historical, Exegetical, Evidential, Biblical and Practical Theology.

ADRIAN COLLEGE. 


Adrian College is located at Adrian, Michigan. It is the oldest 
educational institution of the Methodist Protestant Church. This 
institution was organized in 1859 and has been controlled by the 
denomination to which it now belongs Since 1867. From this it. 
will be seen that tne institution is approaching its Semi-Centennial 
Anniversary. During its history the college has passed through 
various vicissitudes; but it has always maintained a worthy educa- 
tional standard and has retained the confidence of the best educa- 
tional institutions of the middle west. Your Committee believe that 
at no previous period of its history has it been so fully entitled to 
the respect and entire confidence of the Methodist Protestant Church 
and general public as at the present time. 

During recent years not a few improvements have been made 
which have added materially to the strength of the institution. 


Equipment. 


The present equipment of the institution compares very favor- 
ably with the denominational colleges throughout the country. The 
large and commodious buildings are a source of justifiable pride to 
all friends of the school. Its ample campus presents a picture 
which once seen is sure never to be forgotten. It is very dear to the 
hearts of several hundred students who have been pleased to make 
this their home during the period when they were securing their 
educational preparation for their life work. 


Improvements. 


Since the last meeting of our General Conference the old 
Cabinet building has been rebuilt and christened Science Hall. 
(1) Several hundred dollars have been expended for new 
apparatus for the chemical and biological laboratories ‘until they 
are now far better equipped than at any pereeee period in tne. 
history of the institution. 
(2) The young men’s gymnasium has been increased in size 
and otherwise improved until it now offers ample facilities for the 
physical training of the young men of the school. Its basket ball 
door is considered one of the best in the state of Michigan. The 
athletic field offers ample opportunities for all out door sports. 
— (3) The young women’s gymnasium offers facilities equal to 
those offered the young men for physical training. 
(4) The new concrete walks which have been built around 
the grounds of the institution at an expense of about $600.00, add 
esreatly to the appearance of the grounds. ) 
| (5) Much to the delighi of the gentlemen students, a com- 
modious: lavatory has been added to the gentlemen’s dormitory; 
matting has been placed upon all the halls of this dormitory and 
the rooms and halls have been freshly painted. 
(6) Two years ago window strips were placed upon all the 
windows in the ladies’ dormitory, which have resulted in quite a 
saving of fuel as well as affording added comfort to the occupants 
of the building. Last year through the kindness of Mr. W. A. 
Stone, of the Board of Trustees, like improvements were made on 


the gentlemen’s dormitory. 
(7) These improvements which have been made within the 
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Endowment. 


The endowment of the College consists of the money invested 
in the Cooper property and the money represented by the promissory 
notes called ‘“‘Endowment Notes,’’ which bear interest at 10 per cent. 
per annum. The income from this source amounts to about $600 
per year. This income is wholly inadequate to meet the needs of a 
growing college and we feel the need of a larger endowment fund 


very much. 


Needs. 

We need $5,000 by the first of January, 1909. We need a 
larger library, a better furnished chapel, better equipment for our 
laboratories and a steam heating plant for our dormitory. We need 
a boys’ dormitory, and above all else we need more endowment.

The most troublesome question that has continuously thrust 
itself upon the management of Adrian College throughout her 
history has been of a financial character. In this respect, the ex- 
perience of Adrian has been like that of most colleges.

During the quadrennium just passed, two departments have 
been added to the institution—a department of Fine Arts and a 
Commercial School. | | 

The teaching force has been increased until the school no 
has fourteen regular teachers, besides the president, libarian and 
assistants in the different departments. If this has increased the 
current expense it has also increased the income of the institution 


and added greatly to the facilities which it is possible to offer 


students. Feeling that an institution can never be stronger than 
the men who compose its teaching force and its executive head, great 


care has been exercised to place at the head of the departments | 


instructors who are thoroughly equipped for the different lines of 
work to be taught. 
Attendance. | | 

The present president feeling that the existence of an in- 

stitution could not be justified without a reasonable number of 


students, immediately after election to office began an earnest can- 


vas for students. A comparison of the registration for the last six 
years will indicate the degree of success which has been realized 
in this feature of the work. In 1902-03 the registration amounted 
to 77: 1903-04 the enrollment was 78; 1904-05, 132; 1905-06, 
162; 1906-07, 172. While the year 1907-08 is not yet closed, the 
present registration slightly surpasses that of last year. | 
Buildings. 
: To many of your body who are not familiar with the condi- 
tions of Adrian, the following statement concerning buildings and 
grounds may be interesting: o 
The College grounds consist of twenty acres. On the eastern 


portion of the grounds are the buildings fronting on a beautiful, © 


large campus. The western portion is devoted to an athletic field 
and a beautiful grove. | | 

1. The gentlemen’s dormitory occupies the second and third 
floors of the North Hall. Most of the rooms in this dormitory con- 
sist of a study and sleeping room adjoined, while some single rooms 
are provided for young men who may wish to room alone. 

2. The young women’s dormitory is on the first, second and 


third floors of the South Hall. These rooms, like those of the gen- 


tlemen’s dormitory, consist of study and sleeping room, as also 
some single rooms. Hach dormitory is supplied with good baths. 
do. Library. The college library has about 6,500 books. This 


is located in the North Hall of the college. Most of these books - 


are valuable for reference. Connected with the library is a reading 
room which is supplied with daily papers, church papers and 
magazines. | | 


Natural Sciences. 


This department is in the west end of the Science Hall. Here 
are located the biological and chemical] laboratories, as also that

department. | esponsible for all work in this 
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make an appeal in the very near future for an endowment which 
shall be sufficient to meet the difference between current income 
and current expenses. 

We respectfully request this General Conference to give en- 
dorsement to the appeal which we are to make for this purpose. 

A second need is increased offerings from the church for col- 
leges. It has been the custom for many years to ask the Conferences 
to apportion ten cents per member for colleges, and to make this 
as an assessment upon the churches. To us it seems that the time 
has come when this assessment should be made at least twentyefive 
cents per member. If this action is taken we shall then be asking 
the people for no larger offering than is made for some of the 


other interests of the church. For certain other interests an assess- 


ment equal to that for colleges is made, and then special additional 
offerings are annually made. 

In a great sense, back of the other Boards and back of all the 
Conferences stand the colleges. They must furnish men and women 
to carry on the great work of the church. Not only are they a 
source of supply for pulpits and foreign fields and home fields; but 
for the various church enterprises, in which Christian laymen have 
today such important part. 

In view of the great needs to be met, we respectfully request 


-the General Conference to ask the Conferences in the geographical 


territory of Adrian College to make an assessment at the above 


named rate. We feel that this should be recognized as the minimum 


amount to be raised for this purpose. 

We believe that the outlook for Adrian College is now better 
than at any previous period in her history. But she needs the un- 
qualified endorsement of this honorable body and tne cooperation 
of the churches in her district. | 

It is the purpose of the management to make Adrian College 
a increasing blessing to the world. Relying upon the cooperation 
of the church and requesting an interest in her prayers, we respect- 
fully submit the above report.

The Kansas City University is a institution that with great 
Propriety may be called a child of Providence. It owes its existence 
to two circumstances: a bequest of an estate by Dr. S. F. Mather, 
a member of the Congregationalist Church in Kansas City, Kan., 
for the establishment of an institution of learning, and a desire on 
the part of the Methodist Protestant Church to plant an educationa 


institution in some section of the West. By a strange condition of 


circumstances, that we have not time to describe here, these two 


burposes. were merged into one. The property included in the Ma- 
ther estate was finally transferred to the Board of Trustees appointed

The Needs Of The College. 
The next great need of Adrian College is a reasonable Endow- 
ment Fund. Our debt is provided for; but an Endownment sufficient 
to furnish income to meet in part the current expense is a necessity. 
| It has always been the purpose of the institution to keep the 
cost of an education down to a point where the young person of 
limited means may be able to secure a thorough college training. 
If this is to be done, and the present management is determined 
to continue this practice, the cost to the student must be kept be- 
low the cost to the institution. In order that this may be accom- 
plished, there must be a source of income independent of that 
received from students. 


The best way yet found by denominational institutions of 
meeting the necessitated deficiency is by endowment. | 


It is the purpose of: the Management of Adrian College to 


/ 
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We have not only thus beautified and completed Mather Hall 
but we have entered upon the construction of a new building to be 
known as Wilson Hall. This building when completed and furnished 
will cost over twenty-five thousand dollars ($25,000). ‘The base- 
ment of the building is to be used as a gymnasium and the two 
upper floors are used for school purposes. It is an exceedingly at- 
tractive building, built of brick with an imposing stone entrance. 
The institution has provided funds for about half the cost of the com- 
pletion of this building. In order to meet the remainder of this ex- 
pense the Board of the University has authorized the issue of bonds 
to the amount of fifteen thousand dollars ($15,000) to be secured 
by a mortgage on the building itself. This building is to be occupied 
py the Wilson High memOo!, which serves as the FERpOreUny Depart-. 
ment of the University. | 

We have entered into an agreement with the public school 
authorities of Wyandotte County, Kansas, by which this school shall 
furnish instruction to the graduates of the public schools in Wyan- 
dotte County, for which services the county pays a rental for the 
pbuilding amounting to about two thousand dollars ($2,000) per 
year, and also a considerable portion of the expenses for salaries for 
teachers. Our income from this source the current year will* be 
about three thousand four hundred dollars ($3,400). | 

The bonds for fifteen thousand dollars ($15,000) are to be 
paid off at the rate of fifteen hundred dollars ($1,500) per year 
for ten years. This yearly payment on the bonds is to be taken > 
from the amount received as rental for Wilson Hall. It will thus 
be seen that the building will largely pay for itself from the income 
which it secures to the institution, and in addition will yield consid- © 
erable revenue to be applied on the current expenses of the in- 
stitution. 

An important result of this high school arrangement is that it 
will bring the University in close touch with the community and 
country in which it is located. The result, no doubt, will be that 
it will build up a patronage mr constituency thereby which greatly | 
serves Tm the upbuilding of the institution. 


Property Interests. 


The estate which was received from the late Dr. S. F. Mather 
has greatly increased in value since it came into the possession of 
the University. This estate consists of a number of residence prop- 
erties in the city and about two hundred acres of land lying just 
outside of the city limits, largely in the vicinity of the University. _ 
Last summer a committee composed of three of the leading | 
real estate dealers of Kansas City made a revaluation of the property © 
that is owned by the University in this vicinity. This committee 
based its valuation upon sales that had actually been made in the 
vicinity of the property appraised. I give herewith an itemized 
statement of the estimates made of the value of this property by 
the committee, to which are added the value of the buildings and | 
campus and other assets of the institution.

In 
September, 1896, the institution was opened and the work has been 
carried on up to the present time with increasing success. 


Allied Schools. 


From the outset the Kansas City University has been affiliated 
with several professional schools, thus constituting it a University 
in fact as well as in name. At the present time the Kansas City 
Hahnemann Medical College constitutes the Medical Department of 
the University. This is a prosperous institution and one of the best 
known of its kind in the West. 

The Kansas City School of Oratory, a well established and large- 
ly patronized institution, is also affiliated with the University. | 

~ Mather College is the Literary Department of the intitution 
and is directly under the control of the Board of Trustees appoint- 
ed by the General Conference. Soe 
The Wilson High School serves as the Preparatory Department 
of the University and this High School is under the patronage and 
support of the public school system of Wyandotte County, Kansas. 

In all ‘departments of the University the attendance last year 
amounted to four hundred and thirteen (413) students. Of this 
number one hundred and thirty-one (131) were entered in the Liter- 
Department. 
| The preparation of young men for the ministry of the Methodist 
Protestant Church is one of the important purposes for which this 
institution is conducted. To this end the Theological Department 
has been organized and is conducted. The importance of this feature 
of our work in relation to the progress of our church in the West is 
apparent. Our Western Conferences must have young men in our 
own theological schools if our church would succeed in this sec- 


_ tion of the country. Already some of the Western Conferences are 


realizing the benefits of our work in this direction. 
Buildings. | 
One building, known as ‘“‘Mather Hall,’’ was constructed in 1896 
and has been occupied since that time. This building cost thirty 
thousand dollars ($30,000). It is a beautiful structure, well finish- 
ed throughout. | 
, The tower of this building was left uncompleted when it was 
originally erected and the auditorium, which was to be a part of 
the building, is yet unbuilt. | 
About a year ago Mr. H. J. Heinz offered to meet one-third of 
the expenses of completing the tower of Mather Hall, and making 
some other improvements in the building, provided that the other 
two-thirds of the expenses could be met by friends of the institution. 
The conditions of Mr. Heinz’s offer have been met and the work 01 
completing the tower and. other improvements is now nearing com- 
pletion. The expenses of these additions to the building will be 
something over five thousand dollars ($5,000). This makes Mather 
Hall one of the most imposing and finest structures in Kansas City. |

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It is reasonable to expect that the next few years will be of equal 
advantage to us. 

The city is growing in the direction of this property at a very 
rapid rate. No city in the United States is making the growth at 
the present time, so I am informed, that characterizes the two 
Kansas Cities on the banks of the Missouri River. 


To preserve this property intact for the future benefit of. 
the institution and yet provide for necessary expenses of carrying 
on the work of the University is taxing our resources, our endurance 
and our endeavors to the utmost. We can accomplish this work only 
through a hearty and general support of the Methodist Protestant 
Church. But the results, if achieved, will be worth the cost. If 
we are successful, and we certainly will be, the denomination will — 
have an institution with half a million dollars worth of property 
located in the most prosperous and rapidly growing city in the 


great West. | 

Our University is the only institution of higher learning in 
_ either of the two Kansas Cities. We have full possession of the field 
without a competitor. When our equipment prepares us to meet 


- the educational demands of such a city as we are in, we shall have 


an ample field for patronage right at our door. Up to the present 
time we have not had such equipments as prepare us to meet this 
need. Consequently we have quietly waited until time and oppor- 
tunity will enable us to meet the educational demands of this great 
city. The forward movement which we have recently undertaken 
will go very far toward qualifying us for satisfying the educational 
demands of our community. 

Financial Plans. | | 

_ For several years we have been planning to make a financial 

campaign to raise a fund sufficient to clear off our indebtedness, to 
construct a new building and to add to our endowment. A plan 
was adopted to make an effort to secure one hundred thousand dol- — 
lars ($100,000) to apply to the purposes designated. As a start to 
this movement Mr. H. J. Heinz offered to contribute $15,000 to this 
amount, provided the balance could be obtained by July 1, 1909. 
Mr. W. S. Wilson, of Ohio, I1l., also made a proposition to contribute 
$5,000 toward this amount on the same conditions. 

The financial depression which occurred last October has seri- 
ously interfered with our plans; notwithstanding this, however, we — 
have secured pledges to this fund up to the present time amount- 
ing to over thirty thousand dollars ($30,000). We hope that we 
may be able to secure the full amount by the time that has been 
designated. 

While the University has a valuable property, we have along 
with it a debt which sooner or later must be provided for. When 
the Mather estate came to us it brought with it an incumbrance of 
about twenty thousand dollars ($20,000). This debt was further 
‘Increased in 1896 by the necessity of providing ten thousand dollars 
($10,000) to meet the balance due on the erection of Mather Hall. 
These obligations have been taken care of by Mr. H. J. Heinz. At 
other times Mr. Heinz has advanced funds for the University 80 that 
upwards of forty thousand dollars ($40,000) have been provided by 
Mr. Heinz to take care of interests, for which the University still 
owes him with accumulated interest. Mr. Heinz has given outright 
to the University at various times sums that would aggregate over 
twenty thousand dollars ($20,000). The fifteen thousand dollars 
($15,000) which he has pledged to the University will bring the

__ The total of this inventory gives the magnificent sum of $467.- 
836. This is a fine showing, approximating as it does to one-half 
million dollars. While this is so, the institution practically derives 
no benefit from this property at the present. It yields no income 
for current expenses. An analysis of the different items will show 
this. $100,000 is locked up in the buildings, campus and equip- 
ments we 7 9,000 are represented by mortuary notes and legacies that 
yield no income at present, but are guaranteed for the future of the 
institution. The remainder consists of real estate that in its present 
form barely produces enough to pay taxes and keep up repairs. It 
1S apparent, therefore, that funds to meet the current expenses of 
the institution for the present must come from other sources. We 
are wholly dependent on the income from tuition and the contribu- 
tions of friends to keep the institution going until we can convert 
our large properties into a productive form. It will be some years 
before this can be done. Our real estate is rapidly growing in value. 
It would be the height of folly to dispese of our real estate at the 
present time. The past two or three years jave witnessed an in- 
crease in value of our property from twenty-five to fifty per cent.

To the General Conference of the Methodist Protestant Church, in 
session at Pittsburg, Pa., May 15, 1908: 
| The Board of Foreign Missions respectfully submits this report 
of its work and of the interests of the Foreign Missionary work of 
the church at home and in the foreign field for the quadrennium, 
May it, 1904, to April 30, 1908. | 
We respectfully ask for this report the earnest consideration 
of your body and would appreciate gratefully your approval of what 
we have done that was right, and would accept humbly disapproval 
and correction of any mistakes we have made. We know we have 
not always done the best that could have been done; but we do 
claim that we have done the best we could, and that we have 
always tried to act sincerely, consistently and with loyalty to the 
Methodist Protestant Church. The more we learn about this great 
work the less we feel we know about it, and we are glad thus to 
submit our report for your review. 


The Work Of The Board. 


The annual meetings of the Board have been duly held, as have © 
all the Executive Committee meetings, except one from which a 
Inajority of the members were kept by sickness or court duties ren- 
dering their attendance impossible. The actions of all the Executive 
Committee meetings have all been reported to and endorsed bv the 
Board in annual meeting. But the attendance of the Annual Con- 
ference members at the annual meetings has not been Satisfactory. 
Three of the seventeen conferences entitled to membership failed 
to report any members elected. Of the fourteen members elected 
only seven have attended altogether, and from four to six at a meet- 
ing. Perhaps this matter will be further urged upon your attention 
by the report of a committee appointed by the Board to submit 
some suggestions to your Committee on Foreign Missions. 
In changing the first article of the Constitution of the Board | 


cf Foreign Missions the last General Conference failed to provide _ 


any rule for “filling any vacancies occurring in the Board’s member- 
ship. In such cases the Board has left vacancies to be filled by 
the conferences affected by them. But vacancies in the Executive 
‘ommittee have been filled by vote of its members, Mr. S. R. Harris, 
of North Carolina, being elected in place of Mr. Walter T. Searing, | 
ot New York, who felt compelled to decline accepting membership; 
and later, upon the resignation of Rev. W. L. Wells, D. D., as 
President and member of the Board, he having temporarily trans- 
ferred his membership to another denomination, Mr. Harris was 
elected, on February 26, 1908, President of the Board. 

The Board hias published annually a full report of its proceed- 
ings, together with a general report from its Corresponding Secre- 
tary; the Treasurer’s report, which with accompanying vouchers and 
published receipts, has been audited quarterly; a table of assess- 
ments on the conferences and receipts from the same; a brief but 
comprehensive report of the work in Japan, and various other mat- 
ters of interest relating to the work. The Treasurer has served un- 
der the required bond and his books and accounts have been found 
correct. 

It has seemed impracticable to make the. Sound year end in 
iebruary, because the Japan Conference year closes March 31. and 
the Annual Report of our foreign mission work should include com- 
plete and up-to-date accounts of the Board year here and in Japan. 

During the quadrennium Rev. G. B. McElroy, D. D., for many 
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Federal Council of the Churches of Christ in America, may result 
in marked progress in the great work which he so ably and enthu- 
siastically represents.

After some three years of anxious waiting, the Board not hav- 
ing the funds necessary for their re-employment, Rev. and Mrs. 
i. H. VanDyke were reappointéd as missionaries and sailed March 
§, the present year. 

Recently the health of Rev. U. G. Murphy and his wife and 
daughter has been adjudged such as to require their return to this 
country, which they reached April 29. 

The late Annual Conference in Japan voted to ask for Mr. Lay- 


man’s return to Japan, believing his services there now would be 
very helpful and efficient. 


Methodist Union In Japan. 


The union spirit prevails in Japan as in no other country in 
the world and mission work there has been attended with very little 
denominational friction and prejudice. Manv sectarian differences 
emphasized in Christian lands are there almost entirely ignored and 
for several years the general drift has been toward a union of all 
the branches of every separate ecclesiastical vine. 

In January, 1900, the various Methodist bodies met and agreed 
to take steps to organize themselves into one ‘Japan Methodist — 
Church.”’ 

Our missionaries there favored such a union, as did all the 
other Methodist missionaries and the native members. But the 
Board advised our missionaries ‘‘not to take too much for granted 
as if the union were an assured fact, but to await patiently the 
action of the General Conference,” which they have done. 

The Methodist Protestant Church, the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, and the Methodist 
Church in Canada, in their General Conferences, all acted favorably 
on this question of Methodist union in Japan, appointing commis- 
sioners to meet like commissioners from the other interested Metho- 
dist bodies to consider and devise a plan of union acceptable to all. 
The Executive Committee of our Board was appointed by your body 
at its last session to act for the Methodist Protestant Church and 
met, at the call of Bishop A. W. Wilson, of the M. E. Church, South, 
with the commissioners of that church, the M. E. Church and the 
Methodist Church in Canada, in Baltimore, Md., January 3, 1906. 
After free and full discussion of the kindliest character, the com- | 
mission adjourned subject to the call of Bishop Wilson, awaiting 
further information from Japan before final action. A second meet- 
ing was held in Nashville, Tenn., March 1, 1906. Here, as at the 
meeting in Baltimore, the Episcopal commission insisted upon larger 
Episcopal powers in the polity of the ‘Japan Methodist Church”’ 
than were contemplated in the ‘‘Basis of Union’’ submitted by the 
' Methodist bodies in Japan. The non-Episcopal commissioners in- 
sisting so strongly upon the Japanese basis of union that agreement 
seemed impossible, it was unanimously resolved that any two or 
more of the Methodist Churches interested in these negotiations for 
union might feel at liberty to act for themselves as authorized by 
their several General Conferences. The missions of the M. E. 
Churches and the Canada Methodist Church in Japan have since 
been united. The Methodist Protestants, Congregationalists, and 
United Brethren in Japan are working in delightful harmony, being 
already united in spirit and.one in Christ Jesus. 

The Recording Secretary of the Board, Rev. F. C. Klein, will 
report more se Ae and definitely the proceedings of the meetings of 
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‘ous to 1896 Treasurer of the Board, and Rev. T. B. Gra- 
a. D. D., all 1898 for several years its honored President, en- 
tered into their eternal reward. Their long, faithful and efficient 
service of the church merits more than the Board’s tender minutes 
and this brief record of the same. 

The Board has felt it but right to appropriate something for 
the relief of the family of Rev. I. F. Smith, a returned missionary, 
now and for several years past a great sufferer from utterly dis- 
abling afflictions, both mental and physical. The entire support of 
this brother and his family has devolved upon his wife and their 
eldest of five sons, yet of school age. In addition to the appropria- 
tion, funds have come in in response to appeals by the Secretary 
and Treasurer—funds sufficient to relieve somewhat but not fully 
{he needs of the case. If possible larger appropriations should be 
made, until the children have become more nearly self-supporting. 

Employment Of Missionaries. _ 


Missionaries are employed under contract with the Board after 
careful and satisfactory examination as to their call to the work, 
their religious experience, their doctrinal beliefs, general reputation, 
character, disposition, health, education, mental habits and whatever 
else may affect their usefulness in the foreign field. Extreine views 
of doctrine, unpleasant personal idiosyncracies of any kind and un- 
due excitability in temperament are objectionable characteristics in 
an applicant for work in foregn fields—in Japan especially. The 
contract binds the missionary to service for seven years and to re- 
employment after a reasonable vacation, providing for release from 
contract in case of health failure or other disabling conditions, and 
binds the Board to pay a salary of $800.00, to be increased to 
$1,000.00 when efficiency is reached, with house rent and moving 
expenses. | ; | 
Finances, 


The Finance Committee of the Japan Conference forwards | 
to each annual meeting of the Board an itemized estimate or bud'get 
of expenses of the work in Japan. This budget is carefully con- 
sidered by the Board, which apportions to the several annual con- 
ferences the amount of funds required for all its work, as the dis- 
cipline requires. But, as reported to your body- four years ago, 
‘some of the conferences disregard or set aside the Board’s assess- 
ments, apportioning to their charges a much smaller one of their 
vwn. The demoralization of the work caused by this course sug- 
gests the propriety of some action by this General Conference, either 
changing the law or else securing a better observance of it as it 
Movements Of Missionaries. 


In the spring of 1904, Mrs. Josie Case Frank, wife of Rev. J. 
W. Frank, was compelled by failing health to come home. In the 
following November their little boy died in Greensboro, N. C., Mr. 
Frank, with great sacrifice and heroism, remaining at his post in 
Japan. Mrs. Frank’s health continuing feeble, the Board in annual 
meeting February 16, 1905, felt that Mr. Frank should be permit- 
_ted to come home, and he is now serving a charge in the North 

Carolina Conference. 

In April, 1904, Prof. Jas. P. Richardson retired from the work 
by special agreement with the Board, which expressed high appre- 
ciation of his personal worth and faithful work. | F |

Educational Interests. 


The Yokohama Night School of English has six teachers under 
the presidency of Rev. Frank Totten, and is run at an annual ex- 
pense of about $1,100.00, exclusive of the President’s salary. The 
student capacity of this school is 200, and for the past year it has 
teen uncomfortably crowded with students. Bible study classes, 
morning worship and other religious exercises have made this schoo] — 
«en execllent evangelizing agency, conversions occurring every ses- 
sion, and several of its students have become influential and suc- 
cessful Christian workers in their communities. | 
As indication of the spirit and work of this institution I here 
insert iterm from President Tctten’s report, April 2, 1908: | 

“Yokohama Sen Shu Gakko opened its school year last April, 
with every room full and a higher class meeting thrice a week, with 
fifteen members enrolled, or in all over two hundred men. We 
had more by half a hundred than our rooms would conveniently 
“Our graduating class was the largest in the school’s history, 
fifteen in all having successfully passed .the final examinations, or — 
nearly double last year’s class. Of this number twelve are Chris- 
tians, though not all of our church; nor have all of them become > 
Christians in our school. Fourteen students became Christians this 
year. 

“Many students express gratitude for the moral uplift and 
teaching they receive from our night by night chapel services and 
from the strong manly spirit which prevails among teachers and 
students. So even though many have not become Christians out and 
out, yet no one stays with us a year without becoming a better 
man morally as well as mentally. Our school is a force of righteous- 
ness. 


“This coming April we hope to open a Christian Boarding House 
with room for about twelve men. Our object is to furnish a home 
for a few of the homeless men who find a non-Christian boarding 
“During the year Mrs. Totten has had an afternoon schoo] for 
girls with four teachers and an enrollment of thirty-eight and an 
average attendance of twenty-two. Bible talks were given twice a ~ 
week and one fine young woman has, become a Christian. There © 
are also several more who are deeply interested in Christianity. 
This is a private school, using the night school’s rooms.”’ 

- The Nagoya College, more properly called “The Nagoya Govern- 
ent Middle School,’’ has 17 teachers under President T. Oshima 
and Rev. F. A. Perry, Board’s Representative, and costs about $6,- 
000.00 a year. This school has a fine property, and with improve- - 
ments now under way it is hoped to bring its attendance up to 
500 or 600 in a few years. Since securing government recognition 
some two years ago the enrollment has increased greatly, and it is 
expected that tuition proceeds will after awhile largely offset the 
increased expenses attending its present management under govern- 
ment recognition. This school is meeting a great want and is doing 
a good work. “Of 99 new students recently enrolled only one 
was a Christian.’’ Evidently there is need for this school, whose 
students are brought under religious influences and many of whom 
are every year led to Christ. Our educational work in Japan has 
entered upon a new era: its responsibilities are vast and urgent, and 
Messrs. Totten and Perry and their fellow educators should have 
our most earnest prayers. seri

The Home Department Of The Work. 


, ; e must sadly acknowledge that our beloved church has 
| fa pace with "the great general forward foreign mission- 
ary movement in the home land and that it has not always responded 
readily and liberally to the demands of our work abroad, it is yet 
pleasing to note in the financial report presented herewith, and to 
-vhich we kindly invite your attention, some evidences of improve- 
ment. And we believe there are other signs of an awakening of our 
people, leading us to hope for better things. Our Sunday Schools 
and Christian. Endeavor Societies are beginning to show greater 
interest in mission studies and we hope there will soon be a gen- 
eral organization of our Sunday Schools into Juvenile Foreign Mis- 
sionary Societies and that in hundreds of them there will be formed 
mission study classes, with libraries now so abundant and excellent. 
There is springing up into vigorous expression also a more general 
dissatisfaction with our present methods and efforts, which predicts, 
we hope, an early change for the better. | 
The financial tables show that 18 conferences gave more last 
year than they gave four years ago—enough more to increase by 
$3,024, the aggregate receipts from conferences. And the total 
receipts for the present quadrennium exceed those of the preceding 
quadrennium by $18,351.15, a slight advance in the Children’s Day 
receipts and in the general collections contributing to this genera! 
increase. Could those conferences that have failed to advance— 
some of them have really gone back—be inspired to move forward, 
our report would make more pleasant reading and a finer showing. 
That we are in the main improving should encourage us to do bet- 
ter. That our church is so far behind our sister churches should 
arouse us to de hetter. That some of the conferences do So little 
should shame their leading men into doing better, and the situation 
should give, and doubtless will give, your body serious concern. 


These tables cannot be scanned with indifference by an intelligent, 
loyal Methodist Protestant. 


Japan Statistics. 


The present preaching force consists of 14 members of. the 
Conference, 9 probationary members, and 4 evangelists laboring 
more or less regularly under conference authority and direction. 
One of these preachers, one of the evangelists and four other young 
men are in school finishing their education for the ministry. I 
quote from the minutes of the Annual Conference, April 2-6, 1908:

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Property Interests. 
A good lot of which to rebuild the Yokohama First Church, 
- which had to be removed from its unfavorable location, was purchased 
for $3,750.00. February 6, 1905, and the house was removed and 
rebuilt that year and dedicated January 7, 1906. It is now a 
valuable property and the membership there Is flourishing. The 
Shizuoka Second Church building was removed to Hamamatsu, re- 
built on a fine site, and dedicated September 24, 1905. One of the 
Yokohama mission cottages has been taken down, removed nearer 
the Night School building and refitted for a recitation room. A lot 
was purchased in Toyko for the Shiba Church in 1907, costing near- 
ly $2,000, and in June of that year a neat chapel, to seat 150, had 
been erected. A larger building will soon be needed for the grow- 
ing church in this important center. The Oyama chapel was dedi- 
cated January 7, 1907. One thousand dollars of the funds neces- 
sary for the removal of the Yokohama First Church was furnished 
by the late Dexter Horton, Esq., of Seattle, Washington, and his 
bequest of over $3,200.00 made possible the purchase of the Tokyo 
Church lot. Such noble generosity deserves the grateful recognition 


of the entire church. | 
During the past year a gymnasium has been completed at 
Nagoya College and the larger of the two mission cottages has been 
moved to the campus and reerected for a recitation room. | 
Our ten church buildings, four parsonages and college and night 
school buildings are valued at more than $40,000.00, and they are 
in good condition, with no indebtedness. aie 
In-the year 1904 incorporation papers were secured from gov- 
ernment officers and the Yokohama Night School property was soon 
thereafter transferred to a legally formed land trust company. The 
remaining properties will be transferred as soon as funds can be 
appropriated to cover the heavy expense such transfer involves. It. 
is hoped that the incorporation of some part of the native church 
for holding mission property may after awhile obviate this necessity.

_ According to a requirement of Article II of the Constitution of 
the Board of Home Missions of the Methodist Protestant Church, 
I take pleasure in submitting to you my report for the quadrennium 

just closed. 

A Prosperous Quadrennium. 
The four years just passed have brought to the Hom . 

have e Mission 
work of the Methodist Protestant Church’ exceptional growth and 
prosperity. We have been spared the anxiety and humiliation of a 
decrease in contributions, an increase in deficits and a consequently 
necessary retrenchment in operations that have been the lot of the 
Home Mission Boards and Societies of some of the older and 
stronger denominations. The quadrennium just closed has been to 
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Secretary-Treasurer. However, the Board could not bring itself to 
withdraw from the field without making another effort. Immediate- 
ly after my election I was directed to go to Seattle and see what 
could be done. To make a long story short, after many months of 
great anxiety and careful and prayerful planning, we were en- 
abled to dispose of the old First Church property for $100,000.00, 
¢75,000.00 more than its value at the beginning of the quadrennium, 
and, with the proceeds, to put up and equip one of the most beau- 
tiful and up-to-date stone churches and parsonages in the entire 
denomination. Some who have seen it say that it is the finest and 
most complete plant in the Methodist Protestant Church. This new © 
church enterprise has cost about $70,000.00, leaving us a balance 
- for work in that locality which, if carefully husbanded, will en- 
able us to establish a strong conference in the state of Washington. 
Such is our hope. | | | | | 

The Board has succeeded in securing as pastor of the First 
Church, Seattle, and superintendent of the work in that locality, 
Rev. A. N. Ward, of the Maryland Conference, one of the most care- 
ful, conscientious and successful men of the Methodist Protestant 
ministry. His work and management are beginning to show splen- 
did results. Since the opening of the new church last October, 
the congregation has increased from a total Sunday average of 110 
¢o 325. The Sunday School enrollment has. grown from 65 to 138, 
and the receipts have more than doubled. With the present care- 
ful management continued, this church gives promise, not only of 
becoming the center of a large Methodist Protestant influence, but 
also a great factor for righteousness in the city of Seattle. 


New Rules. 


Among other things the Board has done to faciliate and make 
more effective its operations, is to adopt new rules governing its 
appropriations. Instead of.making loans to churches for ten years 
without interest, its loans are now made with the understanding 
that ten per cent. of the loan is to be returned to its Treasurer every 

vear‘until all is paid. Under the old rule, not having any interest 
tc pay, the burden of the loan rested so lightly upon the churches 
that they seemed to forget it, and at the end of the loan period, 
were as unable to raise the amount as at the beginning, so that the 
loan either had to be continued or the debt forgiven. Since the 
churches have no interest to pay, the new rule works no hardship, 
and the money is returning from year to year, enabling the Board 
to make larger appropriations and to accomplish greater results.. 
In the matter of donations for pastoral support, the Board has made 
it a rule to reduce the appropriation twenty per cent. each year 
after the second or third year until the church is self-supporting. 
The Board thinks that three years is long enough to test the pos- 
sibilities of any field, and it has been discovered that it is difficult 
ta get a church to believe that the time has come when it can do 
with less assistance. Both of these rules are operating to the advan- | 
tage of our work. | 


New Movements. 
Within the last two years the Board has put on foot some new 
movements that have greatly increased its efficiency, and it is plan- 
ning to inaugurate others of very great importance. | 
The Bureau Of Evangelism. 
One of the wost efficient present agencies of the Board is the . 
Bureau of Evangelism, recently established. Two evangelists are 
now under our employ, and as a result already secured about 190 


conversions per month have been reported. Large accessions have 
been made to our Mission churches, and considerable strength added 
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the receipts from other sources is still more remarkable, being 
$76,519.14, or an increase of 1211 per cent. The gain in the total 
receipts has been $87,815.29, am increase of 231 per cent. The 
assets of the Board today reach the magnificent sum of $171,947.45, 
an amount more than three times that of four years ago. Does not 
this remarkable showing indicate that our people are waking up 
tu the possibilities and needs of the hour, and that, when properly 
informed about our work, they may be depended upon to loyally 
and enthusiastically support and carry it forward? To me these 
figures are inspiring. They lead me to look, in the very near future, 
for the time when, as a denomination, we will at last be doing 
something for the cause of Home Missions worthy of it and us, 
and when the Methodist Protestant Church will become a much more 
cffective factor in the extension of the Master’s Kingdom than it 
now is. | | 
Another very gratifying thing that we have to report in connec- 
tion with the financial operations of the Board is that, on account 
of certain transactions hereinafter referred to, the Board has been 
enabled to secure an income during the last quadrennium, absolutely 
independent of the gifts of the people, large enough to defray its 
administrative expenses, so that hereafter every dollar that is con- 
tributed by the people may be directly applied to the work. 


EKixpansion Of Work. 


The spiendid increase in our receipts has enabled us to greatly | 
expand our work. During the quadrennium just passed, donatior > 
appropriations for pastoral support have been made to the follow- 
ing churches: North Carolina Avenue Church, Washington, D. C., 
Asheville, N. C., Chicago, [ll., North Tarrytown, N. Y., Georgetown, 
Wash., Ravenna, Wash., Eaton Rapids, Mich., Berwick, Pa., La 
Harpe, Kans., Kahoka, Mo., Gentry, Mo., San Angelo, Texas, Green 
Lake, Wash., White Plains, N. Y., Hancock, Mich., Parkersburg, W. 
Va., Holloway, Ohio, Paris, Texas and First Church, Seattle, Wash. — 
Donations to finish the payments of church debts have been made 
to the Broadway Church, Baltimore, and the church at McConnels- 
ville, O. Loans have been made to the following churches: Win- 

gate, Mass., Hoyt Avenue, Indianapolis, Christ Church, Baitimore, 
_ Mt. Vernon, Ohio, Elkins, W. Va., Greensboro, N. C., Morgantown, 
W. Va., Lansing, Mich., Comanche, Oklahoma and Coolidge, Texas. 
A detailed description of each of the foregoing mission stations will 
be found in the various reports I have made to the Board and Execu- 
tive Committee at different times. These reports, along with the | 
minutes of all the transactions of the Board, will be submitted to 
the Committee on Home Missions as a part of this report. | 


New Church Buildings. 


_ During the quadrennium the Board has assisted in the erection 
of six new church edifices; those at. Lansing, Mich., Morgantown, W. 
Va., and Seattle, Wash., being magnificent temples of worship, such 
as reflect great credit upon us as a denomination. 


Seattle, Washington. 


Possibly the most signal success of the quadrennium is that of 
che establishment, upon a firm basis, of the work at Seattle, Wash. 
No longer than three years ago it looked ag if the splendid start, 
made by us as a denomination in that great city of the Northwest, 
and all the funds that have been appropriated thereto had gone for 
naught. Circumstances, over which the Board had no control had— 
reduced the strength of the congregation until it seemed impossible 
to go on with the work, and they were almost hopeless. The pas- 
tor of the First Church resigned and recommended the closing up 
of the work. This recommendation was concurred in by the former 
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conferences. The recent increase justifies the Board in its effort | 
to produce as good a service as can be made, even though it costs _ 
something to do so. 

One thing which we believe ought to be brought to your atten- 
tion is the proneness of so many of our pastors and churches, ignor- 
ing the direction of the General Conference in the matter, to report 
the Easter Offering as a part of their assessment for Home Missions. 
if all of our churches were to do this, our reports would be diminish- 
ed instead of increased, by reason of the fact that we would be at 
a great expense to furnish the service and yet only the assessments, 
which are expected at any rate, would be raised thereby. I hope 
that this General Conference will make a pronouncement on this 
subject even stronger than that of its last session and provide for 

the keeping of our Easter Offering a ‘‘Free-Wil! Offering.’* So long 
as our assessments are so very low our only hope for securing 
enough funds to meet the ever increasing demands of the work 
is to secure, as a “i'ree-Will Offering,’ additional contributions from 
the people; and besides all this, the educational value of the Easter 
Service and the opportunity offered the children of the Sunday 
Schools and their friends to make a voluntary contribution to this 
- great cause by the special Easter Offering, is too great to be lightly 
esteemed or overlooked. Allow us to suggest that, if, in addition to 
giving specific directicn to the pastors and churches in regard to 
this matter as the last General Conference did, you will provide a 
place for the Easter Offering on the report blanks used by the pas- © 
tors and churches, you will do much to correct this evil. It would | 
not be fair to the many pastors and churches, who always lovally 
obey the General Conference in this regard, to leave the subject 
without saying that and offenders in this matter are in the minority. 


Assessments. 


Another matter I feel it my duty to bring to your attention 
is the fact that some of the conferences change the assessments | 
placed upon them. I think they do this under a misapprehension 
rather than because of a spirit of disloyalty or disobedience. They 
seem to regard the assessment made as a request rather than an 
actual assessment. The law reads, “‘The Board shall estimate at © 
each annual meeting the amount of money required to carry on its 
work the following year, and assess each annual conference, notice 
of which assessment shall be sent to the president of each annual 
conference, who shall present the same to the next session of his 
conference and have the same apportioned to the several] stations, 
circuits and missions, and the money, when collected, shall be for- 
warded at once to the Treasurer of the Board.’ I recommend that 
this Conference take such action as will make the conferences un- 
derstand that the assessments levied by the Board are made by the 
direction of the General Conference as expressed by the law just 
quoted, and are authoritative and binding, and no more to be disre- 
garded or changed by an annual conference than are its assessments 
to be altered or repudiated by the charges on which it lays them. 


Disposition Of Collections. 


Still another matter needs correction. You no Aanhk noticed 
that the law just quoted requires that when money has been collected 
for the cause of Home Missions it is to be ‘‘Forwarded at once to 
the Treasurer of the Board.’ Acting in direct violation to this law, 
some of our conferences direct that all money raised for this and 
other general interests shall pass through the hands of their Confer- 
ence Steward. The result is that in some cases, unbeknown to the 
conferences of course, the money is several months in reaching the 
Treasury of the Board. In two cases of which we know nearly two 
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thereto. This agency gives promise to helping our mission churches - 
to reach a self-sustaining basis very much earlier than might be 
otherwise expected. It is hoped that the church will so respond to 
this movement as to enable the Board to secure a staff of evange- 
lists sufficiently large to answer all of the very many calls that 
come to us for evangelistic service. We can conceive of nothing 
that will advance the cause of Christ, as represented by the Metho- 
dist Protestant Church, more rapidly than this branch of our work. 
The work last year shows a conversion for every seventy cents ex- 
pended by the Board for this purpose. | 3 
City Organizer. 

The Board has been planning for and expects soon to be able 
to employ a city organizer, whose business it will be to zo into the 
centers of population and seek to establish the Methodist Protestant 
Church. We, as a denomination, are largely a rural church. We 
have not cultivated the cities. Recognizing the cities as centers of 
influence, the Board has concluded that the time has come when 
we should put forth more strenuous efforts to locate ourselves there~ 
in. The plan is to find a man particularly adapted to this kind of 
work, and have him go from city to city, remaining long enough to 
gather the nucleus of a church, and make it sufficently strong to 
be taken up and carried to success by a regular pastor. ees 


Work Among Immigrants. 


For some months past the Board has been planning to begin 
effective work among and in behalf of immigrants. The church in 
general has recently come to recognize the fact that, in the immi- 
prants of our country, we have a foreign mission problem at home, 
fully as interesting and imperative in its demands upon us, as the > 


foreign mission problem abroad. While some of the denominations |. 


have been doing what they can to evangelize the strangers within 
our gates, as yet, very little effective work has heen done. Con- 
secrated action is now being taken, and it is greatly to be hoped 
that our denomination will take its place among the others in pro- 
moting this work. Self-protection against the ignorance, incom- 
petency, infidelity and unchristian ideals and customs of the incom- 
ing millions makes this work a necessity. | | tae 


Home Mission Bulletin. | 


| The Board has found it a necessity to establish a periodical to 
bring it into touch with the membership of our churches. The need 
was so great that an immediate response was given to the appeal 
for subscribers to the Home Mission Bulletin, a little quarterly 
magazine, which we presume every member of this General Confer- 
ence has seen. Copies of it are here for free distribution. An 
energetic pushing of this modest journal will prove a very effective 
means of interesting our people in the work of the Board. and 
securing for it their support. It is hoped that, in the near future, 
we may be able to make a monthly out of this quarterly periodical. 
| Easter Service. 

, I am very pleased to report to you the rapidly growing popu- 
larity of the Easter Service published by the Board, and. the corres- 
pondingly rapid increase in the special Easter Offering ordered, by 
the General Conference. At the beginning of the last quadrennium 
only about 100 schools were in the habit of observing this service 
and taking the offering. Last Easter more than 500 did this, and 
the offering has increased from $1,000 to more than $4,000, or 400 
per cent. I believe, if we continue to press this matter, it will not 
be many years until this service will become the source of an in- 
come as large, if not larger, than the entire present receipts from the 
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secrated Jaymen ever chosen for such a responsible position, was 
called to his heavenly reward in the third year of the quadrennium. 
The loss of the Board, occasioned by his death, was very great in- 
deed. With an earnestness and devotion characteristic of him, he 
Lad just taken up a special study of the Home Mission problem, and 
was preparing himself for most efficient work, as a member of the. 
Board. May kind Providence deal most tenderly with the dear 
ones left. Within the last year of the quadrennium Rev. J. A. 
Selby, D. D., resigned as a member of the Board. The quadrennium 
was so nearly gone, when these vacancies occurred, that the Board — 
deemed it best to waive its right of See. a and await the action 
of the General Conference.

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years elapsed before it was sent, and even then it was gotten only 
after repeated intimations that an exposure would be made. The 
law is a wise one. The Treasurer of the Board is bonded and is, 
therefore, the proper custodian of the Board's funds rather than one 
who is neither bonded nor answerable to the Board. af the con- 
ferences wish to keep tab on the money they can require that the 
pastors and others lifting the collections shall send their receipts 
to the Conference Steward as soon as they receive them. Thus the 
money will reach the Treasury for use at the earliest possible mo- 
ment and the Conference Steward will be in possession of the fact. 


Young People’s Missionary Movement, 


One of the increased needs of missionary work today is a cam- 
paign of education, which will thoroughly inform the people of our 
churches in regard to mission work. It is coming to be understood 
that the failure of the people to adequately support mission work 
is not so much due to wilful neglect of this important interest or 
disobedience to the great command of the Master, as it is to a 


jack of missionary information. This fact has given rise to the 


organization of the Young People’s Missionary Movement, the out- 
growth of the Volunteer Student Movement, which has done so much 
for the cause of Foreign Missions, but it differs from the latter in 
that it seeks to interest all young people in mission work instead 
of college-students only, and covers the whole scope of Missions, 
both Home and Foreign, instead of confining its efforts to foreign 
missionary interests. It does not propose to take the place of any 
organization heretofore existing, nor to in any way interfere with 
the work of the various mission boards and societies. Its operations 
are supplemental to their work and helpful thereto. It is under the 


control of a board of managers, composed of the General Secretaries 


of the leading missionary organizations. Its object is, not to raise 
money or to deal with the affairs of mission fields and stations in © 
any way, but to educate the young people of all the churches upon 
the great subject of missions; so that the church of the future will 
pray, pay and plan for missions more intelligently and successfully 
than the church of today. It provides text-books, maps, charts 
aid other missionary paraphernalia to the denominational. boards 
and societies at a nominal cost, leaving entirely to them the matter 
or organizing their young people for study and placing the neces- 
sary supplies in their hands. | 
_ Most of the leading denominations of our country have availed 
themselves of the educational opportunities this new movement af- 
fords, and today, although not yet six years old, 172,000 students 
of missions are enrolled under its banner. I have been studying 
its methods for sometime and know of nothing better calculated to 
meet the great need of the Methodist Protestant Church along mis- 
sionary educational lines than this organization. The Board of 
Iiome Missions desires to adopt it ag its educational agency and 


vO avail itself of the splendid facilities it affords for mission study. 


We have already made a beginning along this line, and anything 


the General Conference can do to encourage and further this work 
will be geatly appreciated by the Board. The fact is that unless 
we come into line with this new movement we must of necessity fall 
behind other denominations in our mission work. Let us march 
to the front and secure, for our young people, just as good facilities 
for the study of missions as is afforded by any church in the land.
